Sec. 32. When land is sold for aa- 
sessments, correet'y- imposed, as the 
property of a particolar person, no 
misnomer of the owner, or supposed 


owner, or other mistake relating to the | 
_vwnershiv thereof, effects the sale or 


renders it void or voidable. 

Sec. 33. On the first Monday in 
each month the Collector mast settle 
with the Secretary of the Board for all 
moneys collected for asseasments, and 
pay the same over to the Treasurer, 
and within six days thereafter he 
must deliver to and file in the office of 
the Secretary a statement, under oath, 
showing: 

First—An accouné of all bis trans- 
actions and receipts since his last 
settlement. 

Second—That all money collected 
by him, as Collector, has been paid. 

The Collector shall file in-the office 
of the Secretary, on said first Monday 
in each month, the receipt of the 
Treasurer for the money so paid. The 
money so collected, together with 
surplus moneys collected for reffts, 
tolls and from other sources as pro- 
vided for in section thirty-seven of 
this Act, shall constitute a bond fond 
to be used for the payment of the 
bonds and the interest thereon. 

Sec. 34. Upon the presentation of 
the coupons due tothe Treasurer he 
shall pay the same from said bond 
found. Whenever, alter ten years 
from the issuance of said bonds, said 
fund shal! amount to the sum of ten 
thonsand dollare, the Board of Direc- 
tors may direct the Treasurer to pay 
such an amount of ‘said bonds not due 
asthe money in said fund will re- 
deem, at the lowest value at which 
they way be offered for liquidation, 
after advertising for at least four weeks 
in some daily newspaper in each of 
the cities hereinbefore named, and in 
any other. pewspaper which said 
Board may deem advisable, for 
sealed proposals for the redemp- 
tion of said bonds. pro- 
posals shall be opened by the Board in 
open meeting, at atime to be named 
in the notice, and the lowest bid for 
said bonds must be accepted; pro- 
vided, tbat no bond shall be redeemed 
ata rate above par. In case the bids 
are equal, the lowest numbered bond 
shall have the preference. In case 
none of the holders of said bonds ska)! 
desire to have the same redeemed, as 
berein provided for, said money shall 
be invested by the Treasurer, under 
the direction of the Board, in United 
States gold-bearing bonds or the bonds 
of the State, which shall be kept in 
said ‘‘Bond Fund,” and may be used 
to redeem said district bonds when- 
ever the holders thereof may desire. 

Sec. 35. After adopting a plan of 
said canal or cana!s, storage reservoire 
avd works, the Board of Directors 
shall give notice, by publication 
thereof, not less than twenty days in 
one newspaper published in each of 
the counties composing the district, 
provided a newspaper is published 
therein, and in such other newspapers 
as they may deem advisable, calling 
for bids for the construction of said 
work, or of any portion thereof. If 
legs than the whole work is adver- 
tised, then the portion so advertised 
must be particularly deacribed in sach 
notice. Said notice shall set forth that 
plans and specifications can be seen at 
the office of the Board, and that the 
Board will receive sealed proposals 
therefor, and that the contract will be 
let to the lowest responsible bidder, 
stating the time and place for opening 
said proposals, which at the 
time and place appointed shall 
be opened in public, and ‘as 
soon as convenient thereafter tbe 
Board shall. let said work. either in 
portions or as a whole, to the lowest 
responsible bidder, or they may reject 
any or all bids and re-adyertise for 
proposals, or may proceed to construct 
the work, under their own superin- 
teudence, with the labor of the resi- 
dents of the districts. Contracts for 
the purchase of material shall be 
awarded to the lowest responsible 
bidder. Any person or persons t» 
whom a contract may be awarded 
shall enter into a bond, with good and

tion Fand. Forthe perpore of defray- 
ing the expenses of the organization of

The old warrior figured 
very conspicuously in several Indian 
escapades and was a man of strong 
character and native intelligence, but 
as cruel as the Great Destroyer. To 
him was attributed the massacre 

Major Ormsby and his gallant crew 
at Pyramid Lake in 1860.

‘*The Chinese are going home all the 
time and very few are returning. There 
are, therefore, none for hire in the 
vineyards and orchards of the state. 
The bir vineyardists and orchardists 
must h: ve cheap labor, and the Japanese 
are co aing in to fill the bill. It is these 
four thousand and five thousand acre 
fruit farms that bring the cheap labor

' these large ranches were cut up into 
| small holdings and farmed by American 
citizens, then the labor question would 
be solved, because each settler would 
be able to farm his own plot. 
these holders of large tracts of land | 
that have overrun the country with 
cheap labor. 

“It is not, however, in the matter of 
| farm work alone that the Japanese 
will enteF into competition with the 
American. They are expert carpenters 
bootmakers, tailors and cabinet makers. 
In Japan they earn about fifty cents a 
day, and as they will cat almost any- 
thing it does not cost much for them to 
live, consequently they will be glad to 
work in San Francisco for a slight ad- 
vance on what they receive in Yoko 
| hama. Japan has hordes of poor peo- 
ple whose sole ambition is to raise 
| enough moncy to reach Amcrica. 

“When Iwas in Japan the so-called 
cholera was raging. It was not cholera; 
it was starvation. The poor people 
were living on raw fish and rotten cab- 
bage. Several of them I saw cut open, 
and there was not an ounce of matter 
in their stomachs. In proof that it was 
starvation, not a white or rich man died 
of the disease. In proof that Chinese 
are superior to the Japanese, I will tell 
you what I sawin Yokohama. In all 
the ‘go downs’ and warchouses the 
Japanese are employed, but the over- 
seer is always a Chinese. 
out of ten a Chinese 18 tne cashicr in 
: res. I tell you this only to show 
you that, while the Chinese question 
was bad cnough, the Japanese one will 
be far worse. 

‘*There are over five thousand Japa- 
nese in San Francisco, and judging from 
the manner in which they are flocking 
to Llawaii, there will be at least twenty 
thousand bere in five years. There are 
seventecn thousand Chinese in Hawaii, 
and it took twenty years for them to 
grow to that number. In five years 
cighteen thousand Japanese have landed 
in Llonolulu. Once they get well started 
toward San Francisco they will come in 
droves.” 

“I consider the Japanese question a 
serious problem,” said Collector Phelps. 
“The Japanese are coming in ever-in- 
creasing numbers, and just how to stop 
them I do not know. In the course of 
another twelve months 1 think the 
question will have grown to as grave 
proportions as was ever the Chinese. 
We are doing the best we can, but even 
thatdoes not amount to much. The 
whole matter is giving me a good deal 
of worry. I thought I had the Chinese 
well under control, and that I was go- 
ing to have a rest, but bere crops up the 
Japenese question, and I suppose it will 
take me a year to straighten it out.”

The Highest Raliroad. 

Pike’s Peak lays claim to the highest 
railroad inthe world. It reaches ,14,- 
147 feet on the upper level. is nine niles 
long, and the steepest grade is twenty- 
five percent. The road is constructed 
on the Abt system and is standard 
gauge. The engine weighs forty tons. 
It operates by cog wheels alone, there 
being no adhesion on the drivérs. The 
cor wheels, woin number, are placed 
dirc ctly over the center of the track in 
such a position that they gain the ad- 
vantage of the weight of the engine. 
The rear of the locomotive is elevated 
60 that the boiler will be nearly level 
when on thecheaviest grades. The two 
tanks on each side of the boiler carry 
the water supply, there being no ten- 
der, and suflicient coal for one round 
trip is carried in a coal box in the rear 
of thecab. Asthe engine pushes the 
train uphill, instead of pulling. as in 
ordinary railroad trains, it hus no use 
for a pilot or “cow-catcher,” and re- 
sembles in hardly any respect the or- 
dinuary socomotive.

But few people maow thas there is such a} 
thing assun-cured tea in existence, and fewer 


the sweetest, purést, and most fragrant. You 
ask at once how it is that it is not offered for 
sale and that you know nothing of it. That is 


' 
Few people know that the bright bluish- | 
green color of the ordihary teas exposed ib | 
the windows is not the uatural @ior. Un- | 
pleasant as the fact may be, it is nevertheless | 
artificial; Prussian blue, silica, gypsum, | 
plumbago, and other unbealthful mineral 
colors being forthis purpose Theeffect 
is twofold. It only makes the tea a bright, 
shiny, e‘tractive greenj/ but also permits the 
use of ‘‘ off-color”’ and worthless teas, which, 
emce wnuder the greep cloak, ere readily 
worked off as a good quality of tea. Theabom- 
inable coloring practice even admits of the 
use of foreign substances, and the English 
government, which looks closer into the gen- 
uineness of its staples than ours, has in some 
of the alleged “‘ finest” of teas found redried 
leaves, straw, fragments of matting, rice- 
husks, and willow leaves. In fact, it is openly 
stated by an English authority that hundreds 
of thousands of pounds of sloe, ash, and wil- 
low leaves are annually imported as tea, 
which witheut the coléring process would be 
im possi ble. They report tea as one of the most 
notoriously ad ujterated articles of commerce. 
The temptation to make sweepings and bed 
tea intoa merchantable product with a few 
cents’ worth of green coloring matter is tu 
strong to withatend, and the worthlessness of 
the trash that often finds its way to this mar- 
ket labeled “New Crop,” “Best Quality,” 
“Green Tea,” etc, would simply astound the 
public if revealed, to say nothing of the un- 
healthfulness of the Prussian blue, plum- 
bago, gypsum, and the other mineral colors 
that are employed. 


° Black Teas. 


The basket and pan-fired Japan teas, as well 
as the China teas that may be included under 
the general heading of “ black teas,” get their 
color from the firiug or toasting process, but 
mineral coloring matter is also frequently 
used to give a certain desired —- 
appearance. The firing and the colori 
in the green teas, largely conceals thé { 
tity of the tea, and permits the use of the 
very cheapest teas, to argue nothing’ for the 
deteriorating effect of excessive firing,fwhich 
must be resorted to when a very cheap prod. 
uct is used and an extreme color desired.

Concerning sun-dried teas the peopleof the 
Pacific Coast have heard bat little and know 
less, although it is extensively used where it 
is known and understood.

That 
it is more healthful than the mineral-colored 
teas, is also apparent. That it is more expen- 
sive, is also true; and that is another reason 
you have never peen it. There is nct so much 
profit im it as there is in the cheap adulter- 
ated and colored teas.

In other words, for that $956,250 
worth of tea the consumer paid between four 
and five millions of dollars. There are your 
enormous profits, and there you will probably 
find the chief reason why most of you neves 
heard of a sun-dried tea.
